Although this group has few members, Zt is the best

The faction which is associated with the CF is disorganized, 


beset with internal dissensiva, and has few members. Since 
early summer 1966, two leaders of this factien hare resisned 
because of internal problems, first Miguel Isa Fresneda, 
then his successor, Luis Moreno Alvarez, Raul Horta is 

now the leader of this faction, which is expected to 
maintain its association with the CF, 


The third faction, which is ealled the Frank Pais 
Revolutionary Movement (MRFP), is actually 4 phantoa 
organization. Arturo Gonzalez Gonzalez, the leacer, 
uses the name of this group in an effort to create the 
impression that he has a position of leadership in the 
emigre community. This faction is uot known to be 
connected with any other organization, although at one 
time it was associated with the Alionza Revolucionaria 
Desocratica (ARD, Democratic Revolutionary Alliance).
